SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 2.—Railroad 
circles generally throughout the State are 
greatly worked up regarding a very strong 
rumor and the published statement that 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commission 
will doubtless be called upen at an early date 
to inforce a reduction of passenger rates 
over the State, of from 3 to 2 cents per 


mile, and strong efforts are being made 
by representatives of the various roads 
to disclose the identity of the committee 
that waited upon the Commission some two 
weeks ago. 

Chairman Cantrell of the Commission was 
here yesterday en route to Chicago, whence 
he leaves for a month’s tour through ths 
far South. He was asked if there was any- 
thing new in the matter, and he replied 
that there was not. That he was 
not able to disclose just what was 
on the tapis, as that would be clearly 
against the rule of the commission, but 
he held that the committee who waited 
upon him here and asked for a reduc- 
tion had taken his suggestion and were 
now at work on the prger petition with 
which the case could be brought before 
the Commission for official action. He 
said that the committee was a most 
substantial one, composed of one of the 
ablest attorneys in Chicago, two well-known 
traveling salesmen representing large whole- 
sale houses of Chicago, and three mer- 
chants from various points whose combined 
business each year amounted to tens of 
thousands of dollars. 

Mr. Cantrell was asked if the Committee 
would ask for an early hearing: of their 
cause, that is, before the life of the present

OVERTAXED IRELAND. 


Royal Commissionh’s Report Makes Mr. 
Redmond Hopeful. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—John E. Redmond, 
M. P. for Waterford City, Ireland, has ar- 
rived here. To a reporter he said: “My 
present visit to America is entirely non- 
political, in the sense that I do not intend 


to take advantage of my visit to promote 
— apes of any political party in Ire- 
and.“ 

Mr. Redmond then referred to the royal 
commission on the financial relations be- 
tween England and Ireland, of which he is 
a member. 

“A majority of two-thirds of the com- 
mission,“ he said, has reported that, mak- 
ing full allowance for every excessive ex- 
penditure in Ireland, that country is still 
overtaxed $12,250,000 a year. This I regard 
as the most important event in the history 
of Ireland since the Union of ninety-six 
years ago. 

“If the money that we have overpaid be 
refunded to us, it will extinguish taxation 
in Ireland altogether for an indefinite time. 
Even if restitution be left out of account 
and we get bare justice for the future, we 
ought to have the latter sum each year 
henceforward to enable Ireland to develop 
her industrial resources, and make her the 

rosperous country she would have been

HE DID NOT KNOW HOW SICK EIS 
WIFE WAS. 


SHE DID AS SHE PLEASED. 


The Husband of Mrs. Castle Thought 
She Was Merely Suffering Some- 
what From Overexertion. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—Walter M. Castle 
of San Francisco, with his wife and little 
boy, and whose troubles in London have 
been fully told in the Associated Press dis- 
patches from London, arrived here to-day 
on the steamer Havel, 

Mr. Castle furnished the Associated Press 
with the following signed statement, tell- 
ing in his own language his experience 
abroad: 

“I left San Francisco on the 23d of April, 
intending to spend six months in conti- 
nental travel and in,making some business 
arrangements. This was the first vacation 
I had had for nineteen years. After a 
couple of days spent i visiting relatives of 
my wife in New York and Philadelphia, we 


sailed on the North German Lioyd sieamer 
Aller for Southampton the Sth of April, and 
were most kindly received by my relatives, 
who are residents and natives of London. 
Having been a student in London at the 
University College schools, Gowar street, 
as a boy, and also at the International 
College, Iselworth, near Richmond, 1 re- 
ceived a most cordial welcome, and was 
more than happy to introduce my wife and 
my little boy to all my old friends and rela- 
tives. 

My wife and I had a wonderful amount 
of attention paid to us, and invitations 
showered upon us, embracing the entire 
day and every evening. This round of fes- 
tivities, being more than my wife was ac- 
customed to at home, where she had for a 
year past been suffering from troubles pe- 
cultar to women, her health began to give 
way. 

“TI was recommended to consult a physi- 
cian, and took her to Dr. Gabriel in Por- 
chester Terrace, a friend and neighbor of 
the people with whom I was staying. He 
prescribed for her and I have since heard 
that he told my. wife that rest was ab- 
solutely necessary, although she never in- 
formed me of this advice. As she was 
about to take a long trip on the conti- 
nent, she informed the physician that this 
was well nigh impossible. 1 left for the 
continent, after five weeks’ stay in En- 
gland, about the beginning of June. I 
placed my little boy at school with cousins 
during our absence. We visited Paris, 
where we remained three weeks, and then 
left for various points of interest on the 
continent. During the night run between 
Dresden and Vienna a slight dispute arose 
between a gentleman in the same compart- 
ment and myself with regard to the amount 
of ventilation necessary. As he was rough- 
er than the occasion demanded, it caused 
my wife to become hysterical, and she im- 
mediately contracted, a facial neuralgia, 
or several attacks of toothache, which kept 
her awake for several nights. 

“On arriving at Vienna I offered to cut 
the trip short and return to Paris, where I 
contemplated making a stay. Although she 
was suffering great pain in Vienna and was 
under the care of two dentists for ten days 
without receiving any relief, she would not 
listen to any curtailment of the trips we 
had fixed our minds on, and so we journeyed 
further, visiting the cities and lakes of 
Italy. On this part of the journey I met 
many friends from California. 


“At Milan, where, owing to the summer 
Season and also as the streets were torn 
up in every direction, my wife immediately 
commenced to complain of pains in her 
head, back and throat, and having heard 
of the Italian fever, this frightened me to 
such an extent that I stayed there only one 
day, leaving for Switzerland, where we 
again met friends from California and made 
most interesting trips to various places of 
interest in that country, afterwards return- 
ing to Paris. In all of these latter places 
we met American friends, and more particu- 
larly Californians. 

I noticed all, through the trip an increas- 
ing condition of irritability in my wife, a 
condition which had never been demon- 
strated to me previously and which I at- 
tributed to the rush and unusual éxcite- 
ment. Upon reaching Paris my wife began 
to prepare for our return home. This 
necessitated a vast amount of dressmaking, 
and the consequent fatigue attending the 
same broke her down. We remained in 
Paris five weeks and then left for London, 
arriving there about Sept. 21. Mrs. Castle 
had been very ill on the rafiroad between

my representative in London to one of the 
leading wholesale grocery firms in Great 
Britain and was most kindly received. 1 
was rendered exceedingly happy by the 
confidence which they reposed in me, they 
placing a considerable order for California 
dried fruits, unsolicited and without sam- 
ple. This, together with the other pleasant 
features of my holiday, had made me ready 
and anxious to return to work. 

“On the evening of the 5th of October, 1 
was in my room at the Cecil concluding 
final arrangements for my departure so as 
to be entirely free on the evening of the 
6th, having invited a large company of 
friends, principally relatives, to an enter- 
tainment at my hotel on that night. Be. 
tween 5 and 6 o’clock there was a knock at 
the door. Upon responding: to the same a 
number of men entered the room. I ques- 
tioned them as to their business and what 
they wanted. They replied: 

“It means that you are arrested for steal- 
ing furs; come with us quietly, so as not 
to alarm the house. We will take you to the 
furrier concerned to explain the matter.’ 

My wife, son and myself entered a cab, 
and, accompanied by the officers, were 
taken to Marlborough Street Police Court. 
There my wife and I spent the night, my 
son, however, being released on bail. A 
cousin, who had called at the hotel, being 
informed of our trouble, immediately fol- 
lowed us to the station and he took charge 
of the bov. Next morning my wife and I 
were arraigned at the police court and re- 
manded for a week to Holloway Prison, my 
boy being discharged.
